WELCOME TO KOMORA FIVE HONORED FORCE 


Japanese Peace Commissioner Gets Defeated Russians Had Fullest To­ 
ll party Reception 


UPON 
HIS 
ARRIVAL. 


Fellow Countrymen and Seattle Of* 
drills Extend Courtesies to the 
Party, Which Soon 
Left 
For the East. 


Seattle, Wash., July ti.—Baron K e­ 
rn urn 
foreign minister of Japan and 
one of two Japanese peace commis­ 
sioners. 
struggled 
with 
a mass 
of 
diplomatic correspondence at the resi­ 
dence of the Japanese consul at Seat­ 
tle. 
Baron Komura worked until S 
o’clock Thursday morning with cable 
messages and letters which reached 
him when the steamship Minnesota ar­ 
rived st Port Townsend. 
Baron Komura was 
welcomed 
to 
Seattle when the Minnesota received 
in port Just before noon Thursday by 
more than 1000 Japanese. 
On a tug 
In the harbor a small 
crowd of Ja­ 
panese exploded day 
fire 
works 
In 
honor of the party and a band played 
Japanese and American airs as a mu­ 
sical welcome. 
Mayor Kallinger, on 
behalf of the city. welcomed the diplo­ 
mat at the gangway and a special train 
brought him to the city. A Axed policy 
• has been agreed upon by the members 
• of the delegation regarding Interviews 
I 
Baron Komura has determined not 
I to give out any Interviews In America 
relative to peace negotiations of the 
war condition. 
H. Sato, an unattached 
member of the foreign service, who is 
accompanying the party, has been de­ 
signated as the spokesman to discuss 
any other m atters affecting the dele­ 
gation. 
Mr. Sato and H. W. Denison, the 
American legal adviser of the Japanese 
foreign departm ent, were with the J a ­ 
panese am bassadors 
who 
concluded 
peace with China. 
They are the only 
members of the party who have en­ 
joyed such honors In the past. 
Aboard the ship on Tuesday night 
a farewell 
reception was 
given by 
Baron Komura. He and his party d is­ 
tributed a number of presents among 
the officers of the boat. 
The minor 
officials and employes who welted upon 
him were treated lavishly, the Chinese 
stateroom attendant being given a 140 
tip. Baron Komura made the presenta­ 
tion of the presents and Insisted on 
personally donating them. 
Baron Komura’s party carries eighty 
piece* of luggage and about sixty of 
these are filled with documents needed 
at the conference and presents which 
the party will make w’hile In America. 
Acting under instructions from the 
state departm ent, transm itted through 
the treasury oclals, the baggage of 
the diplomatic party was passed Im­ 
m ediately and without Inspection. 
Baron Komura and his suite left 
Seattle promptly at 8 o’clock Thursday 
night. 
They travel In private cars as 
the guest of President J J. HIU. The 
pence party was escorted to the train 
by leading cltlxens of Seattle and by 
the entire 
Jajwinese 
association 
of 
Seattle. 
A heavy police guard escorted 
the Baron's carriage.

DIFFICULT TO REACH 


Despite 
th* Extreme Disadvantages 
th* Japanese taptnred Two De­ 
fense Ltaas and Also Guns 
rf Mach Vain*. 


Toklo, July 21.—A 
special telegram 
from Qta.ru says that the Russians de­ 
feated 
at 
Dallne 
were 
about 
SOO 
strong, with six field and three ma­ 
chine guns, and taking fullest advant­ 
age of the topographical character of 
tho district offered moat desperate re­ 
sistance. 
The Bustian pot It Ion a were 
hidden among a thick forest, and It was 
Impossible for the Japanese gunners 
to make correct observation. The can­ 
nonade, however, was 
opened by the 
Japanese at < o’clock on the morning of 
July 7 and kept up until dusk. 
The 
Japeries* Infantry 
gradually 
gained 
ground, closing In on the enemy's line 
of defense, and awaited an opportunity 
for the final charge. 
It was nearly 
two hours psst midnight when the ene­ 
my’s first line of defense, strengthen­ 
ed by barricades 
and trenches, was 
taken. 
This success was vigorously 
followed up. but it was not until 9 
o'clock on the morning of July 8 that 
the enemy was driven out of the sec­ 
ond line of his defense and victory se­ 
cured. with trophies of four field and 
one machine guns. 
The nature of the 
ground exposed the Japanese assail­ 
ants to great disadvantage, and it is 
believed that owing to the short sup­ 
plies of ammunition and provisions the 
Russians at Sakhalin could not hold 
out much longer.

her little son, Ross, who through 
his tears and sobs, informed Prof. 
Craig of his m o th e r’s sad m isfor­ 
tune. 
Prof. Craig had been selected as 
one of the judges of the agricul­ 
tural exhibit at the Lewis 
and 
Clark 
exposition 
at 
Portland. 
H e and Mrs. N eibert were to have 
b cen m arried w ithin a few days 
and they were to have m ade their 
wedding trip to Portland. 
Prof, 
Craig was greatly shocked over th e 
accident, and is alm ost overcom e 
with grief.— H ouston Post.
